all proud of the men who have gone 
and are preparing to go to the front;

But to describe our soldiers as the 
uniquely “best” in a nation which 
makes a thousand claims on physical 
and mental efficiency in the, never- 
ending struggle for existence that 
goes on day by day without an instant 
of rélaxation, and which has no rea- 
son to complain of racial impoverish- 
ment, is the sort of nonsense that only 
the eugenist can write. 

Nor is it true that because of our 
voluntary system we shall lose more 
heavily than conscript nations.

“The Wnglish are coming.”. And 
then the Germans run screaming 
like the craven cowards they are. An 
interesting pen picture of the state 
of funk into which the very namie of 
the British “Tommy” throws . the 
Kaiser's Hunt is given by an officer 
in the Northamptonshire Regiment 
in a letter to his mother. 

“We shell. the Germans and they 
shel] us; otherwise there is a simple 
intpasse;” he writes. “My horse was 
hit today in the hindquarters, but she 
does not seem very bad. , The ‘vet is 
coming to see her this “evening, ‘My 
wound is now completely healed, and 
I have takén off the bandages I ex- 
pect there will always be a scar. A 
lady from ——— has sent me an air- 
cushion—a most useful thing. When 
deflated it goes, into. my haversack. 

‘Tt am perfectly well and comfort- 
able, thanks to the things you and 
M, have sent me. It is now getting 
very cold at night, so 1 am glad of 
them all; but the rain has held off, 
which is a blessing. The other night 
we captured a trench at three a.m. 
When we charged with fixed bayonets 
the Germans. simply screamed, threw 
eway their rifles and knapsacks. and 
ran! Those that remained—thirty- 
wseven—were |.ayoneted and nearly all 
killed. Most of the-wounded died at- 
terwards. I-coyld not: keep up with 
the men. The German officers were 
brave, and were all killed at their 
posts. I saw three, and gave cne a 
drink out of my water bottle, but he 
died on the way to our hospital. It 
was with the greatest. difficulty .that 
we could restrain our fellows from 
go after them, but there would 
have been trouble then, g0 we just 
fired into their backs, got about fifty, 
filled ia their trench, and burnt ali 
their rifles, and took the contents of 
their knapsacks. 

“They aren't real soldiers like our 
men; but the officers are brave and 
capable, and their artillery most for-
